It would be cc adiing in me to sete 
tempt to explain the questions which 
arose or the. mariy diverse ‘elements 
that entered into them, I shall at- 
tempt something less ambitious than 
that:and more clearly suggested by my 
duty ‘to report to the Congress ‘ the 
part it seemed necessary ‘for’ my col- 
léagues and me‘to play as therepresén- 
tatives ofthe Government of the 
United States. ; 


America’s Great Rele. 


That .part..was dictated by the r6le 
America had played in the War and by 
thé expectations that had been created 
in the minds of the peoples with whom 
we had. associated ourselves in that 
great struggle. 

“The United States entered. the war 
upon a different footing from every 
other nation except our associates on 
this side. the sea.. We entered. it, not 
bécause.’our material interests were 
directly threatened or because any spe- 
“celal treaty obligations to which we 
were parties had been violated, but 
only because we saw the supremacy 
and even the validity of right every- 
where put in jeopardy and free gov- 
ernment Iikely to be everywhere im- 
periled by~the iritolerable aggression 
of a. power which respected neither 
right nor. obligation and whose very 
system of. government flouted the 
rights of the citizen as against the 
autocratic authority. of his governors. 

And in the settlements of. the peace 
we have ‘sought no special reparation 
for -ourselves, but only the restoration 
of right and the assurance of liberty 
everywhere that the effects of the-set- 
tlement were to be felt. We entered 
the ‘war as the disinterested cham- 


_ pions of right and we interested our- 


selves in the terms of the peace in no 
other capacity. 

The hopes. of the nations allied 
against the Central Powers were at a 
very low ¢bb when our soldiers began 
to pour across the sea. There was 
everywhere among them, except in 
their ‘stoutest spirits, a sombre fore- 
boding of disaster. 

The war ended in November, eight 
months ago, but you have only to re- 
call what was feared in midsummer 
last, four short. months before: the 
armistice, to realize what it was that 
our timely aid accomplished alike for 
their morale and their physical safety. 
That first never-to-be-forgotten action 
at Chateau-Thiérry had already taken 
place. Our redoubtable soldiers and 
marines had glréady closed the gap 
the ‘enemy had succeeded in opening 
for their advancé upon Paris—had -al- 
ready turned the tide of battle back 
toward the frontiers of France and 
begun the rout that was.to.save Eu- 
rope and. the ~world. - Thereafter. the 
Gernfans ,were .to;,-be always forced 
back, back, ‘were never to. thrust. suc- 
cessfully forward: again. And yet 
there was no.confident hope. 

Anxious»“men* and women,. leading 
spirits of France, attended the cele- 
bration of.the, Fourth of July last year 
in Paris out. of,’ generous .courtesy— 
with no heart’ for festivity, little zest 
for. hope.. -But.they came away with 
something new at:their hearts. .They 
have themselves told us so. “The mere 
sight of.our;men—of.their vigor, ofthe | 
confidence -that. showed itself in every 
movement: of “their. stalwart figures 
"and. eyery turn of theirswinging march, 
in.-their:.steady comprehending ‘eyes 
and easy discipline, inthe indomitable 
‘air ‘that added spirit to everything 
they did--made every one who saw 
them that-memorable day realize that 
something: had ‘happened ‘that was 
gnuch more>than a mere-incident*in 
the fighting, something véry different 
from .the mere arrival of frésh.tfoops. 

““@ur ‘Troops Added Moral Force. 


‘A: great moral force had flung itself .

But,. with 
very few exceptions, the men who’ sat 
with us. at the peace table desired as 
sincerely as we did to get away from 
the bad influences, the- tegitimate 
purposes, the demoralizing ambitions, 
the international counsels and expedi- 
ents out of which the sinister designs 
of Germany had sprung asa -natural 
growth. 

It had’ been our privilege to Sucmes 
late the principles which were accept- 
ed as the basis of the peace, put they 
had been accepted, not because we 
‘had come in to hasten and. assure the 
victory and insisted upon them, but 
because they were readily acceded..to 
as the principles to which honorable . 
and enlightened mings everywhere had 
been bred. They spoke the conscience 
of the world as well as the conscience 
of America, and I am happy to pay_ 
my tribute of respect_and gratitude to 
the able, forward-looking men with 
whom it was my privilege to co-operate 
for their unfailing spirit of .co-opera- 
tion, their constant effort to accom- 
modate the interests they represented 
to the principles we were all agreed 
upon. : 

The difficulties, which were many, 
Jay in the circumstances, not. often in 
the men. Almost without exception 
the men who led had caught the ‘true 
and full-vision of the problem of peace 
as. an--indtvisible -whole,;: a problem 
not of mere adjustments.of interest 
but of justice and right action. 


Had to Break Peoples’ Bonds. 
__The atmosphere in. which the confer- 
ence. worked seemed created, not by 
the ambitions of strong government, 
but by the hopes and aspirations ,of 
_small nations and of peoples. hitherto 
under bondage to the power that vic- 
tory hadwhattered and destroyed. — = 

Two great empires had been forced 
into political bankruptcy, and we were 
the receivers. Our task was not only 
to make peace with the Céntral Em- 
pires and remedy the wrongs. their 
armies had done. The Central Empires 
had lived in open. violation of many of 
the very rights for which the war had 
been fought, dominating alien peoples 
over whom they had no natural right 
to rule, enforcing, not obedience, but 
veritable bondage; exploiting - those 
who. were weak for the benefit of 
those who were masters and overlords 

only by, force of arms. There could be 
no peace until the whole order of Cen- 
tral Europe was set right. :

And it-had validated Itself* in. the 
thought of every meitnber of the con- 
-ference as something much: bigger, 
much greater every:way, than a 
instrument for. carrying out the Mow 
sions of a particular ‘treaty. It was 
universally recognized that all the peo- 
ples" of the world demanded of~ the 
conference that it should create such 
a continuing concert of free nations as 
would make’ wars of aggression and 
spoliation*such as this: that has. just 
ended forever impossible. “A cry had 
_ Bone out. from. every, home -in every 
stricken land” from which sons and 
brothers. and: fathers had gone forth 
to the great sacrifice that such’a sac- 
rifice should ever“again be exacted. 
It was manifest why it had been ex- 
acted.. It had been €xacted because 
one nation desired dominion and other 
nations ‘had known no means of de- 
fense except armaments and ‘alliances. 

War ‘had lain at the ‘heart of every 
arrangement of the Hurope—of every 
arrangement of the world—that pre- 
ceded : the war. Restive peoples had 
been told that fleets and armies, which 
they toiled to sustain, .meant peace; 
and they now knew that they had been 
lied to; that fleets and armies had 
been maintained to promote national 
‘ambitions and-meant war. -They knew 
that no.old policy meant anything else 
but force, force—always ‘force. And 
they knew that it was intolerable. - 

Hvery true-heart in the world, and 
every enlightened Judgment demanded 


. that, at whatever cost of independent 


action,. every “Government that took 
- thought for its people or for justice-or 
for ordered: freedom should lend itself 
to-a new purpose and utterly. destroy 
the old order of irternational.-politics. 

Statesmen might see difficulties, but 
the people could see none and could 
brook no denial. A war in which they 
had been bled white to beat the terror 
that lay concealed in every balance of 
power must not end.in a mere victory 
of arms and a new balance. The mon- 
ster that had resorted to arms must 
be put in chains that could not be 
broken. The’ unfted power of free .na- 
tions must put a stop to.aggression, 
and the world must be given peace. If 
there. was not the will or the ‘intelli- 
‘getice-to accomplish that now, ‘there 
must be another and a final war-and' 
the world must be swept. clean ‘of every. 
power that could renew. the terror. ’

Can We Refuse Moral Leadership? 


Weak peoples. everywhere stand 
ready to give'us any authority among 
‘them that will assure them a like 
friendly oversight and direction. They 
know that there’ is no grotind for fear 
in receiving us as their mentors and 
guides. 

Our isolation- was ended twenty 
years. ago, and now fear of us is 
ended also, our ‘counsel and associa~ 
tion sought after and ‘desired. There 
can be. no question of: our ceasing to 
be a world.power. The only question 
is, whether we can refuse the moral 
leadership that is offered us, ‘whether 
we, shall accept or reject the confi- 
dence. ofthe ‘world.

In order to placate the Italian resi) 
dents and show.that the Italian and 
French military authorities were on the 
best of terms, the Italian Gereral com- 
manding took the French Commandant 
on a motor ride around the town, At 
one point, where a crowd had gathered, 
the Italian General made a speech, tell- 
ing of the friendship between the French 
General and himself and calling on the 
people to be on good terms with thé 
French. . The Italians admit that the 
crowd responded by hooting and making 
a. hostile demonstration’ against the 
Fkench officer. Subsequently, as Ital- 
ians tell the story, a French military pa- 
trol fired into a crowd of Italians. The 
Italians say one was killed and forty 
wounded. The French account has it 
that nine were killed and eleven wound- 
ed, mostly French Chinese troops. 

There have been clashes elsewhere in 
Italy and debatable territory between 
French and Italian soldiers. It is ewi- 
dent that passions are at fever heat and 
the foundation being laid for the bit- 
terest feeling, that may disturb relations 
between France and Italy. Signor Tit- 
toni, will have his hands full during his 
visit to Rome. 

The French, judged by their spokes- 
men, are inclined to attribute’ the 
troubles to the condition of social un- 
rest in Italy. They say Soviet Govern- 
ments have been established at Florence 
and Genoa “and that Bolshevist senti- 
ment is prevailing. The Italians insist 
that the current troubles are due main- 
ly to a hostile spirit shown by France 
toward Italy ever since the Peace Con- 
ference began. Some of them now 
sert that President Wilson's opposition 
to giving Fiume to Italy was the result 
of French influence on his. idealistic 
temperarhent. They are so much in- 
censed against the French that:they are 
disposed to forgive the President for his 


attitude and excuse him on the ground 
that he was hoodwinked by the Frencli.

PARIS, July 9.—Austria ‘will be ad- 


mitted to membership in the League ofl’ 


Nations as soon as the allied and as- 
socidted powers consider that she pos- 
sessés a responsible Government with 
both the willand the power to fulfill 
its international obligations. The Aus- 
trian’ peace delegation has been so in- 
formed in a reply by the, Supreme Coun- 
cil of the Peace Conference to an Aus- 
trian plea for immediate admission to 


the League. 

The Austrian note embodying the plea 
was sent by Dr: Karl Renner, the Aus- 
trian Chancellor and head of the peace 
delegation, to Premier Clemenceau as 
President: of the Peace Conference, on 
June 25, and with the reply, was made 
public today. The reply reads: 

**'The principal allied and associated 
powers note with satisfaction the ad- 
herence of the Austrian delegation to 
the project of a League of Nations and 
to “the principle upon which such a 
League of Nations has been founded by 
the covenant embodied in the conditions 
of peace: They are glad to know that 
the Austrian Government shares their 
view that the establishment of such a 
league will conduce to the maintenance 
of peace in these parts of the world 
which hitherto have beer? centres of in- 
ne egg frictions and misunder- 


Hold Out Hope of Early Entry. 

“The principal ailed and associated 
powers have taken into careful consid- 
eration the demand of the Austrian 
delegation for the admission of their 
country as an original member of the 
League of Nations. It has never been 
their intention to exclude Austria for 
any long: period from athe League; on 
the contrdry, they wish to reiterate that 
it is their: hope and conviction that the 
League will at the earliest possible 
date_include all nations that can be 
trusted to carry out the obligations ac- 
cepted by members of the League. 

“They must point out, however, that 
fin urging the claim ‘of Austria to mem- 
bership in the League as immediately 
necessary to the safety of their territory 
the Austrian delegation has used some 
arguments which appear to indicate that 
they have not fully appreciated the pro-~ 
visions of the covenant. But they recog- 
nize, nevertheless, the strength of the 
claim i pet forward by the Austrian dele-

“They fully appreciate the evidence 
which, by the attitude which she has 
isbearta observed, Austria has given of 

intentions. They see no reason 
why — should not apply for adrhission 
to the League, in accordance with the 
provisions of Article I. of the covenant, 
at the earliest opportunity that may 
present itself after the ratification.of the 
treaty of peace. 

‘As soon as they are assured that 
Austria possesses a responsible Gov-

To Consider Austrian Suggestions. 


With the Austrian note some proposals 
by Professor Heinrich Lammasch, a 
member of the delegation, regarding the 
covenant of the League of Nations were 
submitted in an annex, together with a 
substitute for the section of the covenant 
dealing with freedom of transit and 
equitable commercial treatment, pro- 
posed by the delegation as a whole. 
The Allies’ reply states that Dr.. Lam- 
masch’s proposals for a permanent in- 
ternational court, &c., have been care- 
fully studied, and that the principal 
powers have been impressed ‘with -the 
ae hai some of the suggestions, but

P While they consider the immediate 
establishment of a permanent court to 
be of the highest: importance, they have 
not a Sag it possible or expedient to 
embody the covenant itseJf the de- 
tailed provisions required for its con- 
stitution. The promise is made that the 
suggestions of Professor Lammasch will 
be submitted for the consideration of 
the Council of the League when it 
takes up the preparation of a plan for 
the establishment of a permanent court 
in accordance with Article XIV. of the 
covenant.’”

posals of the Austrian delegation will 
receive due consideration. 


Accepts Leadership of Powers.

FEAR EFFECT ON INDUSTRY 


Dernburg Says People Feel No In- 


centive for Engaging In 
New Projects.

The ratification scene was shot 
through with a good dedl of otitepoken 
passion. The National Liberals (Ger- 
man National People’s Party) made 
what they believed to be another at- 
tempt “ to save the Kalser,’”’ but though 
it found no support from other parties, 
and though it was eventially heavily 
defeated, Herr Traub’s spéech in favor 
of it was so greatly applauded from the 
public galleriés that the President had 
to threaten to have those galleries 
cleared. 

The majority of 98 votes for :atifica- 
tioh was sit votes less than thé ma- 
jority by which the National Assembly 
recently carried the motion for the un- 
conditional signing of the treaty. 

Search for Sources of. Bevente. 


Then, for hour after hour, speéches on 
the Government's financial proposals 
went on. A few figures are necesvary to 
demonstrate the almost inoonceivabié 
financial burden which Germany will 
have to carry. Before the Ger- 
many’s income wae 2,000,000,000 Marks, 
Now she must raise 17,000,000,000. The 
constituent States and municipalities re- 
quired before the war 3,000,000,000. 
Now they will need 6,000,000,000. 

In the |former case the Céntral Gov- 
ernment’s increase is about 900 per cent. 
and in the latter case the Provincial 
Government's increase is 100 per cent. 
The total amounts required by the 2im- 
pire, States, and municipalities amount 
to 25,000,000,000 marks, as against 
5,000,000,000 formerly. 

Existing taxes and those now pro- 
posed by the Finance Minister only suf- 
fice to cover three-fifths of that amount 
and how tremendous the problem is will 
be understood when it is added that to 
that existing record of peacetime and 
wartime revéntie 10,000,000,000 marks 
must be raised by other means, there 
is a floating debt of 2,000,000,000 marks. 

So in addition to a vast amount of 
indirect taxation the Government is 
forced to have recourse to that expedient 
which Gefmany was the first country 
to introduce into national finance, a 
capital levy. That will be accompanied 
by other heavy taxes, such as a tax of 
all business sales to be placed whére 
such taxes can best be borne. 

Just before the war Gérmany intro- 
duced the capital levy to produce 1,000,- 
000,000 marks, payable over three years, 
to pay for her army increases. In the 
case of those who paid most of this tax 
it did not amount to more than 1 per 
cent. of the capital taxed. In the pres- 
ent case the amount levied will rise as 
high as 60 per cent. 

Heavier Burden to Come. 


All these figures, whith mean. stu- 
péndous direct and indirect taxation, do 
not take into consideration the énor- 
mous amounts which Germany will have 
to pay under the terms of the Peace 
Treaty. For those amounts there will 
have to be additional taxes, the form of 
which will be decided later in the year. 

After eight months of “' revolution,” 
during which control over finance has 
been lax in the extreme, when “ tax 
morality ” has dwindled, when expendit- 
uré has béeen lavish and wasteful, and 
when the fiscal machinery has gone 
largely out of gear, the prospects are 
anything but hopeful.

STATE INCOME TAX RETURNS 


Controller Issues Rules for Reports 
from Source of Payments. 


ALBANY, July 10.—State Controller 
Travis announted today a series of reg- 
ulations relating to the oolléction of the 
income tax which every resident of the 
State, or non-resident deriving an an- 
nual income of $1,000 or more within the 
State will be called on to pay between 
Jan. 1 and March 15 next, 

To control the coliéction the law pro- 
vides that certain taxes shall be with- 
held at the source, and in other cases 
that information at the source shall ‘be 
supplied to the Btate Controller. Under 
the withholding regulations the tax must 
be withheld and paid at the source with 
respect to all payments to non-residents 
for income .earned in-this. State,

salaries and other compensation, for 
rent, interest, and any other class of in- 
come of. $1,000: or more in: a year, -to 
any one person.

ican and other Latin-American delegates 
in the closing hours of the convention, 
urging the strengthening of the bonds of 


friendship between thé workers of Max- }- 


ico and the other South and Central 
American countries and the United 
States. : 

Mr. Gompers will sail today on ‘the 
Mauretania. He will be accompanied by 
Daniel J: Tobin, Treasurer of the Amer- 
{can Federation of Labor, and John W. 
Hines, President of the Metal Workers’ 
Union, who were chosen to be his con- 
freres to represent America at the im- 
portant gathering in Amsterdam. 

‘To my mind it would be the gravest
